. The sources refused to speculate 
on the possible Treasury course of 
action if today’s talks foil to produce 
an accord. Moda'i has hinted in the 
past that in the absence of an under- 
standing with- the labour federation, 
the government would unilaterally 
apply the emergency regulations 
announced a month ago. 

Moda'i met with Peres yesterday 
and complained that die Histadrut 
was not fulfilling its promise, given 
one week ago, to cooperate in the 
process of dismissals and to shorten 
the minimum period of time re- 
quired by three weeks. 


The minister later met with mem- 
bers of the interrministerial team 
monitoring the implementation of 
the economic plan.- According to 
Treasury sources, the committee ex- 
pressed satisfaction with develop- 
ments in the first month of the 
scheme. 

The committee members said that 
there is a good chance of a smooth 
transition to the period following the 
price freeze, which is to end in 
October. At the. same time, the 
Treasury stressed that in the coming 
months no wage increments will be 
paid to workers other than those 
agreed to in July by the government, 
the private employers and the labour 
federation. 

The governor of the Bank of 
Israel, Moshe Mandelbaum, also 
called on the government to carry 
out to the letter decisions taken in 
the framework of the economic plan, 
including cats in the budget 

In his periodic report on the in- 
crease in the means of payment, 
Mandelbaum said that the govern- 
ment should' not deviate from the 
policy of wage and price freezes, 
should not take loans from the Bank 
of Israel - that is. should not print 
money - and should keep real in- 
terest rales above the level of infla- 
tion.

U.S. would join moratorium 
after current tests finished 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan yesterday offered to 
join the Soviet Union in halting all 
underground’ nuclear. tests. after the 
U.S. completes* a current series of 
nuclear weapons explosions. 

Speaking at as informal sews con- 
ference in the White House Oval 
Office, Reagan said foe Soviet Union 
could afford to begin a five-month 
moratorium on nuclear testing from 


today because it had completed im- 
portant weapons tests of its own. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
last week announced the Kremlin's 
unilateral moratorium from today ■- 
the 40th anniversary of the U.S. 
atomic attack on Hiroshima - until 
the end of the year, and Reagan on 
the same day offered to permit -a 
• Soviet team to witness an American 
underground explosion.

Senior officer claims: 

IDF transporter in critical state’

The state of tbe Israel Defence 
Forces' transport vehicles and heavy 
engineering equipment is critical due 
to the attrition of the Lebanese war 
and the effects of budget cuts, Tat- 
Aluf (Brig.-Gen.) Trivia Margalit 
said recently. 

The IDF is therefore concentrat- 
ing foe limited resources available to 
raise the level of maintenance of 
these vehicles, even if this may partly 
be at foe expense of armoured fight- 
ing vehicles because "we have drop- 
ped below the red line,’* Margalit 
said. Margalit was speaking to repor- 
ters in a briefing before Ordnance 
Corps Day to be marked on Thurs- 
day. 

On the other hand. Margalit said, 
the fighting vehicles are relatively 
well off. They had been given prior- 
ity. and the general level of ordnance 
B stable, he said. 

■ The corps is heavily involved in 
improving existing weapons sys- 
tems, and the IDF is the world leader 
in upgrading tanks; the general said. 
For one third of the price of a 
modem tank the IDF is able to 
upgrade an older vehicle, investing it 
with almost the same operational 
capability of the latest models. The 
defence industries also export know- 
how and finished items in this field. 

The IDF has always been deeply

concerned with combat protection 
for its men, and in .his respect the 
Merkava emerged with flying col- 
ours from the .Lebanese war. Other 
armoured vehicles were less success- 
ful in protecting their passengers, 
and the corps is investing much of its 
resources in enhancing protection 
and survivability. 

The corps has made significant 
improvements in the armoured per- 
sonnel carriers, which came out of 
the war with a very poor record. 


The ordnance corps has been 
more affected by permanent force 
dismissals than the rest of the army, 
said Margalit. The corps service jos- 
ter bad shown in the past a higher 
than normal proportion of perma- 
nent force men because conscripts 
could not supply tbe trained person- 
nel needed. The corps was hit hard 
by directives bringing its permanent 
force roster down to IDF norms in 
addition to the across-the-board cut 
of 5 to 6 per cent in permanent force 
personnel, he said. 

Tbe corps is unable to compete 
with civilian industry for young en- 
gineers. The army salaries are 
“laughable," and only “Zionism” 
and Ugh motivation kept tbe officers 
in service, Margalit said. The Man- 
power branch is working on some 
improvements in financial condi- 
tions, but the army is still in a very 
inferior position compared to tbe 
incentives offered by the open mar- 
ket, be said. 

Margalit, who has tendered his 
resignation over differences of opin- 
ion with the Chief of General 
Staff about reorganization in foe 
Logistics Branch, refused to be 
drawn into a discussion of that issue. 
He said only that he disagreed with 
the need to place the Ordnance and 
Maintenance Corps under the Logis- 
tics Branch, and therefore decided 
to leave the force. 


Peres: Israel totally rejects apartheid 


Post Diplomatic Reporter 
Prime Minister Peres said yester- 
day that Israel “totally rejects" the 
apartheid system in South Africa. 

Peres was speaking to Congress- 
man Howard Wolpe (Dem. Michi- 
gan) who is chairman of the Con- 
gressional Sub-Committee on Afri- 
ca. Peres said that Israel maintains 
"correct” relations with Pretoria 
partly because of concern for the 
Jewish community in South Africa. 

Wolpe also met with Vice Premier 
Sh amir yesterday. Shamir too stres- 
sed Israel’s objections to apartheid. 


Israel's relations with South Africa 
are no more wide-ranging than those 
other western countries maintain 
with the regime in Pretoria, he said. 
Trade with Israel accounts for less 
than 0.5 per cent of South Africa’s 
foreign trade, Shamir said. 

South African Zulu chief Gatsha 
Buthelezi, an outspoken opponent 
of apartheid, is to visit Israel next 
week fbT talks with government 
leaders, a Foreign Ministry official 
said yesterday. 

Buthelezi, leader of six million 
Zulus and the anti-apartheid In- 


katha organization, is to spend 10 
days in Israel as a guest of the 
government. 

The official said Buthelezi will 
meet Peres and Shamir. 

But he said tbe visit is unrelated to 
the current turmoil in South Africa 
and its purpose will be to familiarize 
Buthelezi with Israel. 

In related news yesterday, tbe 
Israel Chamberof Advocates conde- 
mned the murder last week of foe 
South African black civil-rights 
lawyer Victoria Mxenge. 


Bern, Jumblatt may join against J emayel 


BEIRUT (AP). - President Amin 
Jemayel, increasingly isolated by. 
Christian and Moslem leaders, faced 
more calls for his ooster yesterday on 
the eve of talks aimed at giving 
Lebanon’s Moslems equal power 
and ending foe country's 10-year-old 
civil war. 

In an interview in Beirut’s leftist 
as-Sqfir daily. Druse warlord Walid 
Jumblatt, Lebanon's tourism minis- 
ter and a longtime foe of Jemayel’s, 
demanded that the president, a 
Maronite Catholic, step down. 

Jumbhitt’s demand, echoed' at the . 
weekend by Sbi’ite Amal militia 
leader Nabih Beni, Jemayel’s jus- 


tice minister, fuelled political man- 
euvering before today's talks by 
Moslem leaders in Sfatoura in the 
Syrian-controlled Bekaa Valley. 

Berri and Jumblatt are expected 
.to announce the formation of a 
national unity front at Shtoura to 
meet with Christian leaders for 
peace talks. Altogether 15 Moslem 
parties are expected to join the coali- 
tion. 

Party sources said they will de- 
mand a new constitution giving Mos- 
lems, 55 per cent of Lebanon’s four 
million population, an equal share of ■ 
political power with Christians who 
have dominated the government 


since independence from France in 
1943. 

Jet planes, believed to be Israeli, 
caused sonic booms over foe Bekaa 
when they flew over, apparently on 
reconnaissance missions. 

The planes drew surface-to-air 
missile fire from Syrian troops in tbe 
valley and Palestinian terrorist posi- 
tions. But none was reported hit. 

The Shtoura conference is ex- 
pected to urge intensified resistance 
to tbe Israelis and their mainly 
Christian allies, the South Lebanon 
Anny.

Two soldiers 


die in firefight 
with Lebanese

METULLA. - Two IDF soldiers 
were killed and two were lightly 
wounded early yesterday in a 
firefight with terrorists in the 
security zone in South Lebanon. 
Three terrorists were killed. 

The two soldiers who died 
were Rav-Turai Dror Hanan. 19. 
of Petah Tikva, and Samal Eyal 
Cohen, 19, of Tel Aviv. 

Near the bodies of the terrorists, 
IDF soldiers found Kalaschnikov 
assault rifles, ammunition, grenade 
launchers, hand grenades, radio 
equipment and documents indicat- 
ing their membership in foe Amal 
Shi’ite militia. 

Two of foe terrorists were from 
Tyre, foe other from foe village of 
Talusa. 

The fighting occurred at 2:30 a.m. 
when an IDF unit encountered a 
group of terrorists near the village of 
Majdal Selim 4 kilometres north of 
Moshav Margalit in the Galilee 
panhandle. The terrorists opened 
fire when foe IDF unit fired flares. 

Samal Avi Dubrowsky and Samal- 
Rishon Ami Kenan, both of Migdal 
Ha’cmek, were lightly wounded in 
the legs. One was hit by a bullet, and 
was later operated on at Haifa’s 
Rambam hospital. 

This was the first time since the 
IDF redeployed over three months 
ago that Israeli soldiers have been 
killed in Lebanon. Until yesterday, 
IDF troops had only been wounded, 
mostly in car bombings. 

The two fatalities bring the total 
number of Israelis killed in Lebanon 
since the invasion of June 1982 to 
649. 


The funeral for Cohen will be held 
at noon today in the military section 
of the Kiryat Shaul cemetery. Hanan 
is to be buried at 5:15 p.m. today at 
the Segula cemetery in Petah Tikva. 

The IDF unit was involved in 
regular patrolling in the security 
zone. The IDF is still active in a 
limited capacity in South Lebanon 
following foe pullback of the bulk of 
its forces this spring. 

For foe most part, IDF units give 
support and advice to foe South 
Lebanese Army which is in control 
of the area. The two forces coordin- 
ate activities to prevent terrorist in- 
filtration into Israel, so far success- 
fully. 

There has been a recent upsurge in 
terrorist activity in foe zone, includ- 
ing four suicide car-bombs, 
Katyusha fire across the border and 
numerous attacks on SLA forces. 

The car bombs were the work of 
Lebanese members of foe Syrian 
National Social Party, while other 
attacks have been blamed on the 
Amal Shi'ite militia. Amal. the 
dominant force in foe area, has also 
been active in keeping Palestinian 
groups out. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
Chief of General Staff Rav-Aluf 
Moshe Levy and OC Northern Com- 
mand On Ore visited the site of the 
incident yesterday. 

Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy said while touring foe northern 
border yesterday that Israel is adopt- 
ing various tactics in the security 
zone to stop infiltration and tq pre- 
vent local Lebanese from collaborat- 
ing with the terrorists. 

He added that foe IDF will leave 
Lebanon completely only when the 
situation permits. 


U.S. critical of Israeli steps 
to crack down on terrorism

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
Administration yesterday publicly 
criticized Israel's latest policies 
aimed at curbing Arab terrorism. 

The State Department noted, in a 
prepared statement, that the U.S. 
deplores “the Tecent acts of violence 
in Israel and the occupied territories 
which have led the cabinet to 
announce that it may exercise these 
measures. 

“Nevertheless, we regret the 
cabinet's decision and hope that 


these measures will not be im- 
plemented. As we’ve said in the 
past, we consider such measures as 
likely to foster further tensions.” 

A White House statement read 
earlier in the day to reporters was 
somewhat more cautious in com- 
plaining about the Israeli decisions. 
“Violence in this area serves no 
one's interest, be it directed against 
Jordanians. Palestinians, or Israelis, 
nor does violence serve the broader 
peace process," the White House 
spokesman said. “We have seen ex-

CASABLANCA. - Arab foreign 
ministers met yesterday to prepare 
for a special summit tomorrow, foe 
first since 1982, which is being 
boycotted by four nations. 

The two-day summit is unlikely to 
take derisions on key . questions, 
such as the possible return of Egypt 
to the Arab League or endorsement 
of a Jordanian-Palestinian accord 
signed in Amman in February, Arab 
diplomatic sources said. It will in- 
stead prepare the ground for an 
ordinary summit to be held in 
Riyadh, possibly in November. 

In Rabat yesterday,, foe general

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Threat of factionalism is haunting Herat

TEL AVIV. - There is no imminent 
danger of a split in Herat following 
Sunday’s stormy Central Committee 
session, but the party is in for greater 
friction and factionalism than it has 
. ever known, party insiders said 
yesterday. 

Deputy Premier David Levy re- 
. fuses to recognize the Central Com- 
• mittee vote ratifying the merger with 
the small La ’am faction of the Likud 
and took the matter to the party 
court yesterday. But Vice Premier 
Shamir continues to maintain that 
foe vote is valid and that La’am is 
now an integral par! of Herat. The 
. vote was by a show of hands.' 

Nevertheless, party insiders main- 
tain that Shamir made a tactical 
error and passed up a golden oppor- 
tunity to prove that he can muster an 
impressive majority against. Levy. 
The consensus is that had Shamir not 


forced a hasty vote, and that had he 
agreed to a roll-call or even a secret 
ballot, he would have proved une- 
quivocally that an overwhelming 
majority sides with him against 
Levy. It is generally agreed that the 
Shamir side did possess a convincing 
majority. 

It is felt that Shamir lost his cool in 
view of the attempt by foe Levy 
*, faction to prevent a vote altogether 
and to drag the debate on to another 
committee session. The fret that this 
was done violently and rowdily con- 
tributed to Shamir's miscalculation, 
it is said. 

The agreement with La’am, which 
grants tbe small three MK faction 
(Etiezer Shostak, Ehud Olmert and 
Yigal Cohen) nine per cent of the 
Central Committee for a year, was 
ratified months ago at the Herat 
Executive. 

At that time Levy did not speak 
against it. but Industry Minister 




Arid Sharon mounted a fierce 
opposition. This time around. Shar- 
on sided in an ad hoc coalition with 
Shamir, and Levy tried to prevent 
the merger till after the party con- 
vention, slated for December. 

Levy, it is said, fears that the new 
Central Committee members would 
not join his supporters in the event of 
a showdown for the leadership. 
When the matter first came up in foe 
Executive, he did not oppose 
La’am’s co-option into Herat pri- 
marily because he believed a merger 
with the Liberals is in the offing and 
that foe 36 per cent slice of foe 
Central Committee that would be 
awarded that party would increase 
his own strength vis- 4- vis Shamir. 

Sharon, it is said, could not move 
against Olmert because the latter 
testified on his behalf in his libel 
suit against Time magazine in New 
York. 

The danger for Herat now is that it 


could lapse into an institutionalized 
system of factions, as was the case in 
the National Religious Party. Slices 
of the party institutions would be 
awarded each faction and internal 
elections would be held within each 
faction. 

Levy maintained yesterday that 
“all talk of a possible split in Herat is 
nonsense." He said: “All that hap- 
pened was that people who arrived 
for tbe session from outlying areas of 
foe country refused to be manipu- 
lated as robots. They refused to just 
hear a couple of speeches and then 
vote automatically. They wanted 
their voices heard. Here the vote was 
'hijacked.'' 

Shamir, meanwhile, reiterated 
that he had “a massive majority. The 
trouble was rhat a few dozen people 
sought to prevent the vote in any way 
possible, perhaps to prevent expo- 
sure of the fact that they are a 
minority." 


Likud Knesset faction chairman 
Haim Kaufman urged former pre- 
mier Menachem Begin to intervene 
to “prevent irreparable damage that 
would otherwise be caused the par- 
ty. perhaps endangering its ability to 
see that the rotation agreement is 
implemented and that it leads the 
nation again." 

Olmert noted that the rough pro- 
ceedings had nothing to for with 
La am, “but with internal Herat 
matters. We consider the merger 
now approved and have no prior 
undertakings with any Herat group- 
ings.” 

The Journalists Association in Tel 
Aviv sent a protest against foe vio- 
lence directed at the working press. 
“We are shocked and protest what 
took place at the Herat Central 
Committee and demand thar all phe- 
nomena of violence against journal- 
ists be uprooted." the association 
said.

Ministry Director-General Eliez- 
er Shmueli has ordered that no pupil 
is to be denied privileges or services 
If the parents are unable to meet 
additional payments. Families with 
two or more children at the same 
school or three or more children 
attending different schools will be 
able to pay in instalments or to 
receive a reduction.

Cautious optimism over 
latest bid to save Ata

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. - Industrialist Jack Nasser 
is to submit a new proposal for the 
purchase of the bankrupt Ata textile 
concern within the next few days. 
The Jerusalem Post was told yester- 
day. 

Nasser held preliminary talks with 
Finance Minister Moda'i yesterday. 
Sources close to Nasser said after- 
wards that they were cautiously opti- 
mistic that this time there is a firm 
basis for negotiations with the gov- 
ernment. 

But the Treasury played down the 
meeting by saying Moda’i had mere- 
ly reiterated the government's posi- 
tion. which has not changed since 
Nasser's previous offer to buy Ata 
was rejected by the Ministerial Eco- 
nomics Committee. Nasser is a part- 
ner in the Jordache clothing concern 
in the U.S. 

Sources close to Moda'i said Nas- 
ser had not given any details about 
his proposed new bid. 

Nevertheless, Nasser realizes the 


government is not prepared to invest 
vast sums to save the firm. 

The Post learned that under the 
new proposal due to be submitted by 
Nasser, who is heading an interna- 
tional consortium of businessmen, 
the government would be asked to 
contribute up to a maximum of $13 
million. 

The decision to submit a new offer 
follows negotiations between the va- 
rious parties concerned including 
Ata's receivers, the firms creditors - 
especially Bank Leumi, the Histad- 
rut and members of the Ata works 
committee. 

The Histadrut, meanwhile, has 
pledged to raise $5 m. with a levy on 
its members towards saving the con- 
cern. 

Ata workers, now entering the 
1 Ith week of their sit-in at the Kiiyat 
Ata and Kurdaneh factories, greeted 
the news cautiously. 

Most of the 870 employees at the 
two factories have registered them- 
selves as jobless in order to receive 
unemployment benefits.

Ethiopian Jews to be moved from hotels 


Kibbutzim set limits on 
their financial operations 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - Eshet Financiers, the 
financial arm of the United Kibbutz 
Movement (UKM), will continue to 
function despite recent losses of tens 
of millions of dollars, the UKM 
Central Committee decided yester- 
day. 

However, it decided that Eshet 
will cease operations in the “grey’' 
lending market, break its links to 
private brokers and invest in bank 
shares and industrials only with the 
permission of the kibbutz economic 
leadership. 

Yesterday’s Central Committee 
meeting was called to discuss the 
economic policies of the UKM in 
light of recent financial setbacks. 
The money lost was mainly in the 
form of loans with inadequate col- 
lateral to brokers such as David 
Blass and Yoram Gill, who suffered 
heavy losses in the stock market 
crash of late 1983. 

Kibbutz veteran Senta Josephtal, 
who headed an investigation into the 
Blass affair, told the committee that 


the centralization of the movement's 
finances has been a “fatal mistake.' 
If grey market activities were to 
continue, they should, be spread out, 
she said. 

The committee also beard a report 
on an investigation conducted by 
MK David Libaj into allegations that 
kibbutz officials had accepted finan- 
cial favours from Blass. libai’s find- 
ings were turned over to the police 
two weeks ago. 

Dov Golan, head of the UKM 
economic department, told the com- 
mittee the movement's losses had 
extended beyond the stock market. 
In one instance, he said, Eshet had 
invested larger sums than the 
$200,000 approved by the depart- 
ment in a paper-manufacturing pro- 
ject in Venezuela. The project failed 
and the money was lost. 

Hie committee decided that be- 
cause of the recession, kibbutzim 
would reduce their standard of living 
by 15 per cent and travel abroad 
would be disallowed for one year.

The Zionist Executive decided 
yesterday that contracts with two- 
and three-star hotels that are hous- 
ing Ethiopian immigrants wiD not be 
renewed this fall and that the immig- 
rants will be moved either to their 
own apartments or to absorption 
centres. 

Rooms for several thousand 
Ethiopian Jews were rented in hotels 
last November, when a large group 
of the immigrants arrived. Officials 
agree that the hotels, while provid- 
ing a roof over their beads, were not 
desirable places to accommodate 
them, since they were unable to 
prepare their own food and were 
allowed little privacy. 

The Executive's decision was 
taken at a meeting attended also by 
Absorption Minister Ya’aoov Tsur 
and ministry director-general Meir 

S hamir . 


Absorption centres whose apart- 
ments will become permanent 
homes for former Ethiopians will be 
transferred from the authority of the 
Jewish Agency to that of the 
Absorption Ministry, as agreed last 
year. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister Peres 
met with 14 representatives of the 
■ Ethiopian olim in his office yester- 
day, after having met them a few 
weeks ago. At that time Peres had 
promised to speak with the chief 
rabbis to reach a compromise over 
the question of ritual immeraon for 
tile new immig rants. 

The rabbis had agreed that the 
immigrants will be considered a full- 
fledged Jewish community,, but 
when they want to marry, they wiD 
have -to register like anyone and 
bring proof that they are Jews and 
that there were no irregularities in 
their parents' religions status. 


Ethiopian Jewish spiritual leaders 
are to be co-opted by the Chief 
Rabbinate in matters of marriage 
and divorce. 

It was also decided that Labour 
MK Rabbi Meoahem Haoaben and 
-Zionist Executive member Yitzhak 
Meir will follow through on the “reli- 
gious absorption" of immigrants 
from Ethiopia and try to fold a 
solution to the problem of 35 couples 
who have not been allowed to marry 
because they did not undergo ritual 
immeraon. 

The delegates told Peres they 
were deeply sorry that publicity ab- 
out the community’s opposition to 
immersion was used against Israel. 
“We didn't want the whole world to 
know about it,” they said. They 
added that it was unfortunate that 
the “conversion’* issue was being 
used in Ethiopia by authorities to 
persuade relatives remaining that 
aliya is a wrong step.

seven years of bitter rivalry. 

Franjieh, 75, a Maronite long 
opposed to the Jemayel family’s 
political power, also reiterated calls 
for Jemayel to quit. 

Since the Franjieh-Hobeika 
alliance. Phalange offices have been 
hit by rockets and bombs. No casual- , 
ties have been reported. 


Police reported that three bombs 
demolished the two-storey villa of 
former communications minister 
Michel Murr, a Christian in the 
mountain resort town of Bteghrine, 
25 kilometres northeast of Beirut, 
late Sunday night. The villa was 
empty when the bombs exploded. 

Murr was the key figure who 
arranged the Franjieh-Hobeika 
meeting. 

Lebanese Army search teams 
found no trace of a Cypriot ship 
reported to have sunk in mysterious 
circumstances off Beirut yesterday, 
police said in Beirut. 

In Tel Aviv, the Israeli military 
command said it had “no informa- 
tion" about the incident. 

A police spokesman in Beirut said 
he could not rule out that the re- 
ported sinking of the Lorine was an 
attempted insurance fraud. 

Meanwhile Lebanon's national 
carrier Middle East Airlines will re- 
sume direct flights to Damascus for 
the first time in eight years, an MEA 
spokesman said yesterday.

Ne’eman raps Egypt over China deal 


Poet Knesset Correspondent 
Tehiya faction leader Yuval Ne’e- 
man yesterday accused Egypt of re- 
joining the Arab economic boycott 
of Israel by cancelling a deal to buy 
arms from China because the arras 
reportedly contain Israeli compo- 
nents. 

Ha’aretz reported yesterday that 
the aims deal included the purchase 
of tanks, armoured vehides, and 
artillery pieces. It said that two com- 
mittees of -senior Egyptian officers 
have been appointed to investigate 
the deal. One committee has been 
sent to China, and another is ex- 
amining the weaponry already in 


Egypt to see if it contains Israeli 
parts. 

Ne'eman said the peace treaty 
with Egypt cannot be reconciled 
with the renewal of economic 
aggression in this form. 

He also said Israel would not be 
going through an economic crisis had 
it not given up the oil in the Sinai in 
return for peace with Egypt. 

Ne'eman is reportedly privy to 
some of the non-official relations 
between Israel and China. He met 
with the Chinese minister of scien- 
tific development during his recent 
visit to the U.S. on an academic 
mission, it was learned.

parties. It is essential that we end 
terrorism and make a serious effort, 
on the part of each one of these 
parties, to negotiate their disagree- 
ments." 

In response to another question, 
the spokesman denied that this 
White House statement was linked 
directly to the Israeli crackdown on 
terrorism in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Some Washington observers said 
the administration's decision to criti- 
cize Israel was perhaps related to this 
week’s Arab summit in Morocco. 
U.S. officials are clearly hoping that 
the more moderate Arab forces will 
emerge from that meeting in a 
strengthened position to move 
ahead in the peace process. 

The spokesman at the State De- 


partment read a statement express- 
ing such hope. 

After noting that there has been 
no change in the U.S. attitude to- 
ward a meeting with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation to 
explore the peace process, he said 
“An Arab summit is scheduled to 
begin Wednesday. We regard this as 
a significant event. The participating 
heads of state are in a unique posi- 
tion to encourage the peace process. 
We've seen some promising de- 
velopments in recent months, and 
we are trying to build on this to 
maintain the momentum.” 

Egypt meanwhile expressed deep 
concern yesterday over Israel’s 
“oppressive” derision to deport or 
detain without trial Palestinians 
who threaten security in the territor- 
ies, the Associated Press reported 
from Cairo.

Tora scrolls back in Hebron after 49 years

HEBRON. — Settlers and their sup- 
porters yesterday paraded through 
one of this city's main streets car- 
rying five Tora scrolls and ringing 
“They have come home.”

Since then, the scrolls were kept in 
a synagogue built in Jerusalem for 
refugees from Hebron which settlers 
called “exile.” Yesterday’s cere- 
mony marked foe anniversary of foe 


anti-Jewish program in Hebron in 
1929. 

The settlers held a short memorial 
service for foe riot victims at foe 
local cemetery and then went to foe 
Macfapela Cave to greet the scrolls 
brought from Jerusalem. 

The ceremony was low-keyed. 
The chief rabbis did not show up 
here as expected, although the 
Sephardi chief rabbi had taken part 
in a ceremony when foe scrolls left 
Jerusalem.' Minister-without- 
Portfolio Yosef Shapira was the only 
cabinet member to attend. 

As the night fell, the settlers and 
farmer residents brought the scrolls 
into foe restored Avraham Avinu 
Synagogue.

He says he was amazed at how enthusiastic the 
diplomats were at their new task of sending 
emigrants home. “I had thought that while Fore- 
ign Mmsitry officials would be happy that we have 
tbe job, the officers in the field - who already have 
too much to do - would be reluctant . But they are 
ready to do the job in addition to their regular 
burdens." As for the Jewish Agency, Kucik said, 
“at first.they tried to trip us up a bit, but now they 
have learned to live' with it.’' 

Kucik denies claims that the consul scheme 
would mean more bureaucracy for emigrants 
interested in return, and that the consuls and their 


staff lack the necessary training for the job. 
‘'Emigrants don’t have to get explanations about 
the country. They need less care than immigrants, 
caring mostly about jobs and housing/' he main- 
tains. 

As for claims that consuls are fewer and farther' 
between than WZO aliya offices, Kucik notes that 
Israeli emigrants have to visit a consulate to renew 
their passports anyway. 

Kudk had initially favoured cancelling all cus- 
toms and other benefits for returning residents, in 
the view that giving “prizes” to Israelis who have 
left would only encourage emigration. Today, he 
has amended bis position somewhat, believing 
that returnees should be granted customs exemp- 
tions on Israeli-made goods they purchase here 
soon after their return. But, Kudk says, a public 
committee will be formed soon to reconsider the 
matter of benefits for returnees. The ministry is 
concentrating on those who could most easily find 
jobs - for example, nurses, engineers, practical 
engineers and policemen. 

An inter-ministiy committee meets every Fri- 
day in Jerusalem to dedde, on an individual basis, 
what benefits, loans and privileges will be 
awarded to each returnee and his family. “They 
dedde within a week and the answer is sent back 
to the consulate abroad,” he says. “They’re very 
efficient.'’ 

Kucik has no delusions that tens of thousands 
will return this year, but he says it is important to 
keep the door open to Israelis who have realized 
that they want to go home - for them and for the 
national morale as well . 


Albin: A financial wizard, whose career soon collapsed

TEL AVIV. - The business com- 
munity- here was unanimous on one 
thing yesterday: the late Michael 
Albin had a charismatic personality, 
and his sudden death was shocking. 

But opinions of his business deal- 
ings were far from unanimous. 
Several bankers, financiers and busi- 
ness people criticized his “overly 
clever" practices. 

Others pointed out, however, that 
Albin had been a member “in good 
standing" of the Tel Aviv stock ex- 
change directorate, and that none of 
his activities had previously led to 
official inquiries into his affairs. 

Members of the business com- 
munity spoke of two periods in 
Alton’s careen when he waara rising 
star in financial circles before the 
1983 bank crash, and when his repu- 
tation and fortunes sank after dial 
event. 

In the half dozen or so years 
before the crash, when Albin was in 
his eariy 30s, “he appeared like a 


meteor on the financial scene,” one 
business person said. “He was 
young, he was personable, and he 
seemed instinctively to know what 
he was doing. And he was success- 
ful.” 

During this period, Albin repre- 
sented the Shanl Eisenberg Group. 
“Often it was hard to find out if be 
was really representing Eisenberg in 
some of his deals, or if he only 
implied this to cash in on the magic 
of the Eisenberg name," an invest- 
ment counsellor said. 

. A1 bin’s main method was to buy 
shares in a company that was in the 
doldrums. Then he would give the 
company a shot in the arm, and its 
shares would rise. Albin would sell 
enough shares to recover his invest- 
ment and still retain enough to main- 
tain control of the company. 

He was soon called a “financial 
wizard," partly “because the Israeli 
public was hungry - and still is, as a 
matter of fact- for a financial hero. 
Jews had always been good in fi- 


nance abroad, but they seemed to 
lack something when it came to 
Israel. Albin seemed to prove that it 
could be done in Israel,” one person 
said. 

Several members of tbe financial 
community yesterday compared 
Albin to tbe late Ya’acov Levinson, 
who built up the Bank HapoaHm 
group and was also considered a 
financier of enormous talents. 
Levinson killed himself last year dur- 
ing a police inquiry into irregularities 
during his tenure as chairman of 
Bank Hapoalim’s Ampal investment 
company. 

Some in the business community 
pointed out that in the pre-bank 
crash period “Albin sailed his finan- 
cial ship very close to the wind, 
sometimes so close that it seemed he 
would capsize,” a financier said-’’ 1, 
for one, began to distrust him very 
much at this period, for it seemed he 
was sailing in treacherous waters. He 
was a little too sharp in business for 
my taste.” 

But nothing happened, for this 


was a /period when the entire eco- 
nomy was booming, and many per- 
sons were making money. Albin was 
simply running ahead of the entire 
pack, “making money much faster.” 

The picture changed dramatically 
after tbe 1983 commercial bank 
crash. The days of easy money were 
over and those who had bought 
shares at high prices suddenly found. 
The mse lves holding portfolios which 
had shrunk in price. 

This evidently happened to the 
Eisenberg Group causing a split be- 
tween it and Albin. Sources dose to 
the Eisenberg Group said that the 
“divorce” was amicable. 

Blit at this time, when the eco- 
nomy began its nosedive, “some 
persons/’ especially those who had 
spoken of Albin's being a financial 
wizard, now began to tear down his 
reputation in conversations with 
other business people . 

“When a man makes money, he is 
a genius, when he loses, he is a 
scoundrel.” a bank official said.

Policeman fined for 
unnecessary violence 

PETAH TDCVA (I tun). - A police 
disciplinary -court here yesterday 
fined a Negev district policeman 
IS50.000 after he admitted using 
unnecessary violence against a 
citizen. 

David Abutbui admitted that 
while sitting with his girlfriend in a 
cafe in Beersheba on February 2, 
1983, he asked a man sitting oppo- 
site, “Why are you looking at me 
that way?' 1 He then identified him- 
self to the man as a policeman, 
arrested him, took him outside and 
struck him in the face. ' 

Tbe court said it was being lenient 
with Abutbui because at the time of 
the incident he was an inexperienced 
recruit. 


U.S. oilmen due on 
fact-finding mission 

A 30-person delegation including 
Texas and Oklahoma oilmen and six 
U.S. Congressmen is to arrive in 
Israel today as part of a fact- 
finding mission organized by the 
Council for a Secure America. 

The Council was established last 
year to promote federal legislation 
aimed at encouraging domestic pro- 
duction of oil and gas. 

The group is alarmed by what it 
considers Arab oil producers' exces- 
sive influence over the U.S. oil mar- 
ket and also views Israel as an impor- 
tant geo-political link in American 
foreign policy. 


Stan Getz to play here 

• American jazz star Stan Getz is to 
appear in a benefit concert for Jeru- 
salem children next Tuesday at the 
Jerusalem Theatre. 

The saxophonist is to arrive in 
Israel tomorrow as the guest of -the 
dub Mediterranee in Achziv to take 
part in what has been billed as the 
“Peace Concert" featuring Israeli 
and Lebanese performers.

Levinger son, 2 others 
remanded by TA court 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Ephraim 
Levinger, son of Kizyat Arba Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger, was remanded for 
, five days by a district court judge 
here yesterday, together with two 
other men suspected of conspiracy to 
extort money. 

The judge overturned a magis- 
trate’s court decision- of last week 
which ruled that police had pre- 
sented insufficient evidence to jus- 
tify holding Levinger, Avraham 
Bino and Strnmel Zilberberg. 

The lower court had ordered the 
three released on bail. 


Three men injured 
in brawl at factory 

REHOVOT (itim). - Three Jews 
were injured yesterday in a fight that 
broke out between Jewish and Arab 
workers at the Pardes factory in 
Rehovot’s industrial zone. Fourteen 
Arab workers were arrested. 

The Pardes factory, which manu- 
factures citrus products, employs 
some 600 workers, 200 of them 
Arabs. 

A preliminary investigation indi- 
cated that the fight began as a work- 
related argument, and quickly esca- 
lated as dozens joined in the fight. 

A large police force arrived to 
restore order, and the three injured 
men were taken to Kaplan Hospital 
in Rehovot. 


Man tampered with ID 
to get compensation 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - A man who 
tampered with his identity card in 
order to receive compensation from 
the government as an evacuee from 
Yainit was fined and sentenced to a 
jail term yesterday by a magistrate’s 
court judge here. 

Tuvia Hoffman, of Hod Hashar- 
oo, was found guQty of recording in 
his ID that he moved to Yamit on 
February, 1977. In fact, Hoffman 
moved in on September 30, 1978. 

He received compensation of 
ISl.2 million, which he later re- 
turned. 

Hoffman was yesterday fined 
IS1.5 m. and sent to jail for six 
months.

Disease decimates 
gazelles in north

TEL AVIV. - Hoof-and-mouth dis- 
ease has nearly wiped out the gazel- 
les in the Ramot Yissachar Nature 
Reserve north of Kibbutz Hama- 
diya. The disease killed about 90 pei 
cent of the gazelles, some of which 
had to be shot by Nature Reserve 
officials. 

According to Anion Shimshony, 
chief officer of the Veterinary and 
Animal Health Services, the disease 
entered Israel around March 1985 
through the Syrian-Jordan border. 

Shimshony told 77ie Post that the 
disease is under control. “Im- 
mediately after receiving the first 
information about the disease, we 
slapped a stiff quarantine on tbe 
three northern districts of Israel. 
This included severe animal trans- 
port restrictions and vaccination and 
revaccination of about 180,000 cat- 
tle, sheep and goats in the north. 
Herds in southern Lebanon were 
also vaccinated.” 

Shimshony said this is the first 
time in Israel that wildlife have been 
affected by hoof-and-mouth disease. 

Shimshony believes that one of 
the reasons for such a high rate of 
mortality among the gazelles was 
that there were too many of them. 
He said the NRA also believes that 
the number of gazelles was simply 
too large for the areas of the nature 
reserves, and their numbers must 
now be kept down.

Egyptians delay visits

The arrival of two groups from 
Egypt slated to tour Israel this 
month has been delayed for what 
were termed “bureaucratic difficul- 
ties/’ 

The groups, whose arrangements 
in Israel were made by Geographic 
Tours, were to have arrived by bus 
last Friday and this coming Friday. 
But only one day before the first 
group was to have arrived, Mula 
Yaffe, manager of the company, 
received a telex that their coming 
had been put off because of “pro- 
cedural difficulties.” 

The Egyptian organizers prom- 
ised to send word on Sunday saying 


when the group would arrive, but by 
yesterday no such message had been 
received. The delay could be related 
to complaints by Israeli tourism cir- 
cles that the Egyptian government 
has made it difficult for ordinary 
Egyptians to visit Israel. 

Yaffe said that the groups, consist- 
ing of 16 and 32 people, were made 
up of “middle-class intellectuals." 
He said that their visit was clearly v 
motivated by professional interest, 
rather than pilgrimage. Most of 
them are Moslems and only a few are 
Copts, he said. 

Yaffe added that he is convinced 
that eventually the necessary per- 
mission will be given and the groups 
will come. 


‘Our spirit remains strong,’ 
Peres tells Emunah women

Prime Minister Peres said last 
night that “despite acts of terror 
against Israel, our spirit remains 
strong and determi ned 
Speaking at the opening of the 
third world Emunah convention in 
the Jerusalem Theatre. Peres de- 
clared the “no murderer, no terrorist 
will ever affect our determination to 
do whatever we have to do or impose 
things contrary to our Jewish moral 
code.”

Women from 19 countries are 
attending conference sessions at the 
Jewish Agency’s Weizmann Hall. It 
wil close tomorrow after discussions 
of the theme. “The Crisis in the 
Jewish Family.” 


Brigham Young U. president due

As ultra-Orthodox demonstrators 
stepped up their protests against the 
planned Brigham Young University 
centre on Jerusalem's Ml. Scopus, 
the president of the Mormon- 
sponsored university was due to ar- 
rive in the country late last night for 
talks with municipal and govern- 
ment officials. 

Prof. Jeffrey Holland is to bring a 
signed statement by the university 
officials that the centre, which is 
already under construction, will not 
be used for missionary activities, 
according to university spokesman 
Paul Richards. 


Opponents of the centre have 
cited the widespread proselytizing of 
the Mormon church as proof that the 
centre will be used as a base for 
missionaries in Israel. 

During his stay in Jerusalem, Hol- 
land is to meet with Religious Affairs 
Minister Yosef Burg, Mayor Teddy 
Kollek. Hebrew University officials 
and representatives of American 
Jewish organizations. Richards, who 
is in Israel on a visit, said the uni- 
versity has no intention of stopping 
construction. 

Meanwhile, demonstrators have 
set up vigils at the building site and at 
the municipality to express their 
opposition. 


Mother seeks proof of child’s death 


The saga of Yemenite children 
who were taken from their parents 
shortly after being brought to Israel 
in the early years of the state and 
given to foster parents is being consi- 
dered anew, this time in the High 
Court of Justice. 

Sarah Aharon has asked . the 
court to order the Interior Ministry, 
the official in cbaige of adoption 
matters, and the aliya counsellor at 
the time to reveal what happened to 
the son bora to her one month after 
she arrived here from Yemen in 
1949. 

In her petition, Aharon says her 
son was taken from her to an un- 
known destination one week after he 


was bom. She said Yona Don, tbe 
aliya counsellor at the Beit Lid tran- 
sit camp told her the boy had been 
taken to the Hadassah Hospital in 
Tel Aviv, and the two visited the boy 
that day. 

Hie following week, she went to 
the hospital again and was told that 
the boy had died and been buried in 
a mass grave. She has never been 
shown a death certificate or told 
where the grave is. 

The adoption authorities, she 
says, have told her that their files are 
classified, and the public is not per- 
mitted to examine them at will.

Gorbachev urges A-powers 
to join Soviet testing ban 
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MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev yesterday urged 
Japan not to allow the U.S. to turn it 
into a nuclear base, the official news 
agency Tass said. 

In a reply to a letter from a 
Japanese group representing 
atomic-bomb victims, Gorbachev 
reiterated Moscow's intention not to 
be the first to use nuclear weapons 
and called on other atomic powers to 
join a Soviet test ban to mark the 
40th anniversary of the bombing of 
Hiroshima. 

In his letter, published by Tass, 
Gorbachev said it is vital that Japan’s 
non-nuclear status be preserved. 

“Yet, we cannot disregard the 
growing attempts at turning Japan 
into a U.S. nuclear base, at increas- 
ing its military role both in the sys- 
tem of the alliance with the U.S. and 
in the world in general,” he said. 

Soviet-Japanese relations are dog- 
ged by a territorial dispute over four 
small islands north of Japan, as well 
us Soviet allegations of re-emergent 
militarism in Tokyo. 

Meanwhile, the mayor of Russia's 


most battle-tom city swapped war 
stories with a Hiroshima survivor 
yesterday on the eve of the 
anniversary observance. 

Vladimir Atopov told Hisao Doi, 
61, about the 1941 ordeal of the 
German assault ou Stalingrad, as his 
city was known before it was re- 
named Volgograd after the war. 

The encounter was part of a series 
of meetings between bomb survivors 
and mayors of 100 towns around the 
world who have gathered in Hiroshi- 
ma for today's ceremonies. - 

Thousands of foreign visitors have 
poured into the thriving metropolis 
that rose out of the devastation in- 
flicted by a U.S. Air Force bomber 
on August 6, 1945. 

Prime Minister Yasuhiro Naka- 
sone will address today’s memorial 
gathering in Peace Park, set out on 
ground which bore the full force of 
the atomic blast. 

Hiroshima Mayor Takeshi Aralri 
will pay tribute to the estimated 
200.000 people who died in Hiroshi- 
ma and in Nagasaki in the second 
atomic attack on August 9 that year.

New Zealand warns U.S. 
to keep out of its politics 


WELLINGTON lAP). - New Zea- 
land Deputy Prime Minister Geof- 
frey Palmer yesterday cautioned the 
U.S. not to interfere in the country's 
domestic politics, in particular its 
plans to legislate a ban on visiting 
nuclear warships. 

He was reacting at a news confer- 
ence to an Associated Press report 
on Saturday quoting U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger as sug- 
gesting the New Zealand citizens 
might halt government moves to 
formalize a ban on port visits by U.S. 
nuclear.-powered or -armed 
warships. 

“That would seem to me to be an 
interference with New Zealand's 
domestic political relations, and it 
would be very unwise for a friendly 
nation of any sort to interfere in our 
domestic political decisions.” Pal- 
mer said. 

The ruling Labour Party of Prime 
Minister David Lange has saidit will 
bring the legislation into parliament 
by the end of the year, after talks 


with the U.S. and Australia, the 
other members of the Anzus military 
alliance. 

Palmer said a “standoff' exists 
between New Zealand and the U.S. 
on the warship ban issue. 

“There ar three possible options. 
The standoff can continue. There 
can be some resolution of the diffi- 
culties or... there will be a further 
deterioration in our relations," he 
said. 

“One would hope that, we could 
find a way through it. But it will 
require goodwill on both sides for 
that to occur," he added. 

Palmer said U.S. officials had 
spelled out four times in as many 
weeks that legislating the nuclear 
ships ban would lead to a review of 
both the Anzus treaty and the com- 
mitment underlying it. 

Palmer said New Zealand would 
not be pressured into chan g in g its 
course and reiterated that the 
warships ban will be formalized this 
year. 


Bolivia re-elects president 
amid 8,200% inflation rate 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP). - Victor Paz 
Estenssoro, the 77-year-old dean of 
Latin American statesmen, won his 
fourth presidential term in three de- 
cades early yesterday on a vote by 
Bolivia's new Congress. 

Congress then elected Julio Gar- 
ret Ayllon, Paz Estenssoro's 60- 
year-old running mate, as vice presi- 
dent. 

A fiscal conservative. Paz Estens- 
soro favours loosening price con- 
trols, cutting the budget deficit and 
seeking agreements with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and credi- 
tor banks to renew long-suspended 
payments on Bolivia's $4.8 billion 
foreign debt and obtain fresh loans. 

Paz Estenssoro, a Centrist candi- 
date, outpolled former military 
strongman Hugo Banzer Suarez 94 
votes to 51 on the second round of 
balloting by 157 congressmen. He 


had fallen nine short of the required 
79 votes in the first round. 

At the start of the all-night ses- 
sion, about 1.000 Banzer supporters 
shouted “we're a majority" outside 
the Congress. 

Inside, a bitter congressional de- 
bate delayed the vote for more than 
five hours, signalling political 
hardship for the next president as he 
tackles this poorest South American 
country's deep economic crisis and 
world-record inflation.

Estonian defectors trekked 2 weeks, ate leaves 


STOCKHOLM (AP). - Two Soviet 
citizens from Estonia on the Baltic 
Sea are seeing political asylum in 
Sweden after trekking for 17 days 
through the wilderness of the north- 
ern Soviet Union and Finland. 

According to Svenska Dagbladet 


the two men, aged 25 and 28. sur- 
vived on birch leaves and water for 
five days in a remote, unpopulated 
area near Murmansk on the Kola 
Peninsula before they made it to 
Finland and from there to Sweden. 


Two cosmonauts repair crippled station 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Details of a 
risky but successful mission to repair 
a’ tT^plfcd'Stivrer space station last 
■Junc'wereTgiveri by the Communist 
Party daily Prm-da’yesterday. 

In a rare break with the traditional 
secrecy surrounding the Kremlin’s 
space programme, Pravda said two 
specialist cosmonauts were sent to 
repair the Salyut-7 station which had 
been completely paralyzed by the 
failure of two batteries. 

In 10 days, Vladimir Dzha- 
nibekov, one of the worlds most 
experienced spacemen, and instru- 
ments engineer Viktor Savinykh 
managed to return the three-year- 
old station to normal. 

It was the second major snag to hit 
the 47-ton space complex after a fuel 
leak in 1984. 

The previous three-man crew 
“mothballed” Salyut-7 after a re- 
cord 238 days in orbit last October. 

Between then and March, two of 
the eight solar-charged batteries 


malfunctioned, leaving the cylindric- 
al craft reeling lifeless-' and frozen, 
Pravda said. Signals from ground 
con tipi brought no response. 

Dzhanibekov and Savinytti under- 
went crash training from March, 
when mission controllers decided to 
mount the dangerous rescue 
attempt. Pravda said the two men, 
-who are still in space carrying oat 
repairs, had shown “real bravery in 
very difficult circumstances.’' 

Dzhanibekov, 43, veteran of four 
flights, appears to have become 
Moscow's repairs specialist. In July 
last year he was entrusted with 
teaching the crew how to use new 
tools to stop a fuel leak which had 
earlier all but immobilized ‘the sta- 
tion. 

Savinykh, 45, on his second mis- 
sion, is a former flight controller. He 
helped design much of the instru- 
mentation aboard Salyut-7, which 
was put into orbit in April, 1982. 

The Pravda article, by top Soviet 


space official and former cosmonaut 
Konstantin Feoktistov, described at 
length how the latest problem arose 
and how the Cosmonauts tackled it. 

Once they had located the power- 
less station, Dzhanibekov piloted 
their SoyuzT-13 module towards the 
complex and docked manually, as 
automatic docking was impossible. 

Feoktistov praised their “great 
technical achievement” and said it 
proved it would be posable to rescue 
a trapped crew if necessary. 

Dzhanibekov and Savinykh traced 
the malfunction to two batteries 
which indicated they were fully 
charged while actually dead. The 
remaining batteries slowly lost pow- 
er and were not recharged by the 
solar panels mounted on the station. 
An unmanned Progress cargo craft 
brought up supplies and spares in 
late June. 

They replaced the two solar panels 
during a five-hour space walk last

KAMPALA (Reuter). - The plans 
of Uganda's new military rulers to 
appoint a broad-based government 
began taking shape ly esterday with 
the swearing-in of former opposition 
leader Paul Ssemorgerere and an 
experienced soldier. Colonel Wilson 
Toko. 

Toko, a member of the rating 
Military Council formed nine days 
ago following the July 20 coup which 
overthrew Milton Obofe, takes the 
defence portfolio. 

Ssemogererc, who led the opposi- 
tion Democratic Party during 
Obote’s rule, becomes Minister of 
Internal Affairs. 

Both men had been expected to 
take part in the cabinet Prime Minis- 
ter Paolo Muwanga has been en- 
trusted with forming by the head of 
the Military Councfl, Lt.-Gen. Tito 
Okello. 

But announcement yesterday of 
the two appointments came as a 
surprise since it had been expected 
that Muwanga would announce the 
full cabinet list after talks with the 
four political parties and contacts 
with national resistance army rebels 
led by Yoweri Museveni . 

Okello has invited three guerrilla 
groups to meet him next week to 
discuss the government. 

Radio Uganda, monitored in 
neighbouring Kenya, reported 
yesterday that Okello has invited the 
National Resistance Army (NRA). 
the Uganda Freedom Movement 
(UFM). and the Uganda Democra- 
tic Redemption Union (UDRU) to 
the meeting. 

If they are unwilling to travel to 
Kampala, he is prepared to meet 
them at an agreed place outside 
Uganda. 

The offer of a round-fable meeting 
follows protests by the organizations 
which fought a guerrilla war against 
Obote since 1981 and do not accept 
unilateral decisions by the military 
men who overthrew him . 

Civil air traffic was meanwhile 
resumed at Uganda's only interna- 
tional airport. Entebbe. Airport 
officials in Nairobi said yesterday the 
first scheduled flight from Uganda 
landed in Nairobi around mid-day. 

The guerrillas have already pro- 
tested against the appointment of 
Muwanga as prime minister. He was 
Obote’s vice president and had been 
closely linked to the ousted presi- 
dent.

Iran reports 
another 
foiled hijack 

LONDON (Renter). - Security 
guards yesterday foiled an in-flight 
hijack attempt aboard an Iran Air 
plane, killing one would-be hijacker 
and arresting another. The banian 
news agency Iroa reported. 

The report, received in London, 
said the internal flight from Tehran 
landed safely at its destination, the 
port city of Bandar Abbas on the 
Persian Gulf 1,120 kilometres south 
of the capital. 

It was the fourth foiled hijack 
attempt Iran has reported this year.- 
Specially trained security guards 
drawn from the Islamic Revolution- 
ary guards have been posted aboard 
Iran Air planes since a rash of hi- 
jackings on interna] flights last year. 
Since then no hijack attempts have 
succeeded, Ima said. 


Delta pilot didn’t respond 
to flight-controller’s order 

GRAPEVINE, Texas (AP). - The 
pilot of Delta Air Lines Flight 191 
.did not acknowledge a flight-con- 
troller’s frantic order to abort his 
landing seconds before the jumbo jet 
crashed and burned, killing 133 peo- 
ple, investigators said on Sunday. 

The controller watched the plane 
emerge from an intense thunder- 
storm at a low altitude and radioed 
the urgent command “Delta go 
around,” Patrick Bursley, a Nation- ' 
al Transportation Safety Board 
member told a news conference. 

Two or three seconds after that 
order went unacknowledged, the 
controller watched the plane's left 
wing and nose tilt down, and saw fibre 
on the left side as the plane made 


contact with the ground and 
bounced, Bursley said. 

The order to abort the landing was 
given because the L-1011 was flying 
at 15 to 30 metres, too low during an 
approach to land safely, said a 
spokesman for the transportation 
board. 

“We don't know whether he initi- 
ated a go-around in response,'’ said 
another board official. ‘We know he 
didn’t acknowledge the order.” 

A Delta spokesman in Atlanta 
said the airline would have no im- 
mediate comment on the report. He 
said he did not know if two or three 
seconds was enough time for the 
aircraft to respond to the controls.

JOHANNESBURG(Reuter).-An 
explosion rocked the home of an 
Indian Minister in South Africa's 
white-dominated cabinet and he said 
yesterday he believed it was caused 
by a band grenade. 

Police said the blast at the house of 
Ami chan d Rajbansi Sunday night 
broke two windows but no-one was 
injured. 

Rajbansi, the sole cabinet repre- 
sentative of the Indiato chamber of 
South Africa's racially-segregated 
parliament, told Reuters be had re- 
cently received threatening phone 
calls. 

The minister has been fiercely 
critized by government opponents 
for joining a. parliament which ex- 
cludes the country's black majority. 
Police guard his Durban home round 
the dock. 

In June, Luwellyn Landers, a de- 
puty minister from the coloured 
(mixed-race) parliamentary cham- 
ber, was wounded in a hand-grenade 
attack on his home in Cape Town. 

. Violence swept through other 
black townships yesterday in the 
Durban area, relatively unaffected 
so far by 18 months of riots in which 
more than 500 people have died . 

Police reported stone-throwing in 
three townships and said police fired 


tear-gas to break up crowds in one, 
Lamontville. 

In Johannesburg's black satellite 
city of Soweto, residents said schools 
emptied yesterday morning in re- 
sponse to a boycott call. 

University students at a Soweto 
campus told reporters they were be- 
ginning a boycott of classes in protest 
at the detention of two of their 
colleagues under the new emergency 
laws. 

The trial of 16 South African anti- 
apartheid activists on treason 
charges resumed yesterday in Pieter- 
maritzburg, the Natal provincial 
capital, four days after the murder of 
a member of the defence team. 

Trial judge Justice John Milne 
told the court yesterday: “It grieves 
me to have to record that one of the 
most recent victims of the tragic and 
deplorable violence that is affecting 
our country is Mrs. Victoria 
Mxenge." 

Mxenge was gunned down outside 
her home near the port city of Dur- 
ban m what government opponents 
have called a political killing.

PEKING (Reuter). - Communist 
Party officials in China’s economic 
showcase of Shenzhen were involved 
in a multi- milli on dollar . black- 
market and car -smuggling scandal, 
the official People’s Daily said 
yesterday. 

The paper’s overseas edition said 
officials in Shenzhen, a special eco- 
nomic zone bordering Hongkong, 
had illegally sold $34.25 million to 
officials in Hainan Island, off the. 
south coast. They used the money to 
import cars for illegal resale to other 
parts of China for huge profits. 

The Shenzhen officials made a 
profit of seven million yuan ($2.5 
million) on the deals, which they did- 


under the pretext of “stimulating the 
economy” or “making money for the 
collective", the paper said. 

The press said last week the 
Hainan officials bought $5 70m. on 
the black market to buy 89,000 cars 
and thousands of consumer items in 
tiie 14 months up to March. 

The People's Daily said the gov- 
ernment had taken over 57,000 of 
the vehicles and already sold more 
than 45,000 at normal prices. 

Three top government officials in 
Hainan were sacked in connection 
with the scandal and 143 other cri- 
minal cases are still under investiga- 
tion. 


[J apanese solar-powered boat crosses Pacific 


TOKYO (AP). - Japanese sailor 
Kenichi Hone became the first man 
to cross the Pacific alone in a solar- 
powered boat yesterday when he 
arrived in Chichi j ima in Japan’s 
Bonin Islands, a Chichi j ima city gov- 
ernment office official said.

Only a part of the 
population [was shocked enough by 
the Nazi era to ask questions, visit 
former concentration camps and in- 
vestigate what had happened during 
the Third Reich - and why. There 
was no conscious confrontation with 
the Nazi past, and post-war Ger- 
mans developed little understanding 
of the tools of Nazi rule orof the role 
of fear in manipulatin g behaviour 
and developing a mentality of 
“fellow-travellers.” 

The physical consequences of the 
war - general impoverishment, shat- 
tered cities and the stream of re- 
fugees from the East - forced Ger- 
many into political, economic and 
social action, but not into intellec- 
tual reflections.

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lished order. But they suffered from 
the fatal inclination to overlook the 
complexity of real life. Their powers 
of differentiation, much-needed in 
politics, was underdeveloped. 

Today, this rebellious generation 
occupies many middle positions of 
power, in the judiciary, in educa- 
tional institutions, in the media, and 
is readying itself to move to the top 
of government. While Dr. Von 
Baeyer-Katte welcomes the sense of 
justice of the former rebels, she 
believes that most of them have not 
learned to cope with the world in all 
its complexity. This makes her fear 
for the future. 


SINCE the be ginnin g of (he “econo- 
mic miracle” in the Fifties, politicians 
and citizens alike behaved as though 
nothing had happened in the recent 
past. They clung to an artificial nor- 
mality, which held up a picture of a 
world of harmony. The suppression 
of complex questions did not apply 
only to the past. It shaped the Fifties 


as well. The parents of that time 
avoided a debate on basic values, 
among themselves and with their 
children. Those in power failed to 
base their policies on empirical re- 
search on the populace. Germany 
was ruled according to a simplified 
image of man and society. “Be kind 
to each other, and everything will be 


O.K.” said the slogan of that time. 
An awareness of existing problems 
was mostly missing: a whole genera- 
tion of simplifiers determined Ger- 
man policy and was unable to 
appreciate fully the complexity of 
world events. 

The next generation was different, 
and yet similar. Its childhood had 


been spent in the over-simplified, 
optimistic mood of post-war recon- 
struction and suffered later. The 
children of the “economic miracle*’ 
developed a strong urge to do justice 
in the world. In the Sixties they 
became the rebels who dominated 
the universities and felt strong 
enough to strike back at the estab- 


THE VETERAN social scientist 
points out that former leaders of the 
student protest movement still prop- 
ose “simple” solutions, such as the 
so-called “basic democracy." 

“(Basic democracy*’ has come to 
describe a system in which derisions 
are taken by ad hoc assemblies, 
attended mainly by political activ- 
ists. who then pretend to speak for 
the absent majority. In some inter- 
pretations it also includes the rule 
that minority views can be important 
enough to outweigh majority deci- 
sions.) 

For many of its proponents, “basic 
democracy’* is the final answer to the 
undemocratic Fuehrer-state of Naz- 
ism. but Von Baeyer-Katte thinks it 
will only formally reverse the struc- 
ture of Nazi rule, rather than com- 
prehending and avoiding the 
methods of dictatorship. Therefore, 
it could be just as dictatorial as the 
Nazi state itself. Society would be 
ruled by demagogues through man- 
ipulated decision-making fn small 
groups. Unless the “rebellious gen- 
eration” matures in its political sense 
before it reaches the upper echelons 
of power, she fears West Germany 
could become undemocratic, along 
lines similar to what has happened in 
Eastern Europe. 


THE SIXTIES generation was a 
difficult opponent for the ruling 
forces of that time, because it was 


both fanatic and intelligent. The 
Heidelberg scientist doubts, howev- 
er, that the former rebels will meet 
stiff opposition from those who grew 
up in the Seventies, who are primari- 
ly interested in their own individual 
life-styles and lack the urge to act 
that characterized the children of the 
“economic miracle." 

Von Baeyer-Katte argues that if a 
future government is able to assure 
the Seventies’ generation that its 
privacy will be respected, that gov- 
ernment will be able to get away with 
any change of the political system. In 
that case, chances arc that a de- 
democratization of German society 
will take place. It will be pushed 
through in the name of justice and 
purportedly as the antithesis of Naz- 
ism. but. iii effect, will be a late fruit 
of Hitler's era. 

Dr. Von Baeyer-Katte urges that 
today's democratic politicians take 
action to prevent this. They must, 
she insists, try' co find allies among 
younger Germans, including today's 
20 year olds. “This latter group 
could in its time become Germany's 
bridge to a democracy that will de- 
rive its strength from its problem- 
awareness. and not from problem- 
suppression. after the decades of 
Nazi dictatorship, the false simplic- 
ity of the reconstruction, the misled 
sense of justice of the 'rebellious 
youth* and the political lethargy of 
the prosperity-spoiled children of 
the Seventies." 

According to Von Baeyer-Katte. 
the battle for Germany’s political 
future has already begun. Even if 
democracy wins, the Germans will 
need half a century to free their 
political culture from the consequ- 
ences of the Nazi period and its 
"terrible simplifications.” 

One may nor agree with the analy- 
sis of the generations that Dr. Von 
Baeyer-Katte presents, but the 
realization of just how long-lasting 
has been the heritage of the Nazi era 
should at least silence those in Ger- 
many who claim today that 40 years 
after, it is time to close the chapter of 
the past.

Court ruled thaftEe husbadfr shfitfUf 
give his wife a divorce as a religious 
obligation, a ruling which obliges the 
husband to give the 'divorce as a 
mitzva - a religious act alone, not 
amounting to an actual order of 
court. Both parties appealed against 
this ruling. - 

The husband did not give the 
divorce, and the wife sued in the 
District Court for an increase in the 
amount of her maintenance in order 
to induce him to do so. Her claim, 
however, was dismissed on the 
ground that there was no legal basis 
for awarding .“punitive mainte- 
nance” in order to coerce a husband 
to divorce his wife. 

On July 5, 1982, the Rabbinical 
Court of Appeals gave its judgment. 
The husband's appeal was dismis- 
sed. The wife’s appeal, however, 
was allowed, and the court made an 
order obliging the husband to give 
the divorce, an order imposing a 
stronger obligation than performing 
a mere religions act. The court 
added that if the husband persisted 
in- his refusal to give a divorce, the 
wife would be entitled to apply again 
to the Rabbinical Court for relief. 
The wife then made a further claim 
in the Rabbinical Court for an order 
compelling her husband to give the 
divorce, this being the strongest 
order a Rabbinical Court could 
make. Her claim, however, was dis- 
missed. 

On July 26, 1982, the wife again 
sued in the District Court for an 
increase in maintenance, relying on 
the order made against her busband 
by the Rabbinical Court of Appeals. 


-iaamtenance. The -wife -then 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 


THE JUDGMENT of the Supreme 
Court was given by Judge Yehuda 
Weiss, who referred at the outset to 
the leading precedent of that court 
on this subject, the case of Rosen- 
zweig (H.G 54/55). It was held in that 
case by the late Justice Silberg that 
even where the Rabbinical Court 
had made an order compelling the 
husband to give a divorce, there was 
no legal basis-for punitive mainte- 
nance. ■ 

This ruling was based on section 6 
of the Rabbinical Courts Jurisdiction 
{Marriage and Divorce) Law of 1953 
under which ‘‘Where a Rabbinical 
Court, by final judgment, has 
ordered that a husband be compel- 
led to grant his wife a letter of 
divorce or that a wife be compelled 
to accept a letter of divoice from her 
husband, a District Court may, upon 
expiration of six months from the 
day of tiie making of the order, on 
the application of the Attorney- 
General, compel compliance with 
the order by imprisonment.” 

The court there held that it fol- 
lowed from the enactment of this 
provision that even if, under 
Halacha, the court could impose the 
payment of punitive maintenance 
once an order compelling the bus- 
band to give the divorce had been 
made, the procedure laid down in 
section 6 was now the only sanction 
which could be applied to urge the 
husband to comply with that order. 

Justice Silberg also warned that a 
possible consequence of a punitive 
maintenance order, namely, impos- 
ing the payment of maintenance in 


an amount exceeding the wife's 
reasonable needs, would be that the 
divorce would be regarded as aitifi- . 
dal and invalid, having been given . 
under coercion. '■■*?.< ; ■ •!’ 

Judge Weiss pointed out that the 
decsioo in the Ro6euzweig case bad 
been criticized by some legal scho- 
lars. There would, however, be no 
purpose in examining the matter 
further since the only possible basis 
for awarding punitive maintenance, 
namely, an order compelling the 
husband to give the divorce, did not 
exist in the present case. 

Under Halacha, Judge Weiss con- 
tinued, a husband was entitled to 
deduct bis wife's earnings from the 
amount of her maintenance. Where, 
however, he had refused to comply 
with an order of a rabbinical court to 
give her a divorce, be was denied the 
right to make this deduction. The 
Supreme Court had recognized this 
rule, and counsel for the wife had 


argued that this recognition 
amounted to an acceptance of the 
principle of “punitive mainte- 
nance," and an implied rejection of 
the rule in the Rosenzweig case. 

Judge Weiss then examined the 
relevant decisions of the Supreme 
Court and the Rabbinical Courts on 
this point, and held that although the 
rule relied upon resembled a fine 
imposed on the husband to induce 
Mm to release Ms wife, it was never- 
theless a rule relating strictly to the 
assessment of the amount of mainte- 
nance as distinct from the question 
of punitive maintenance. In every 
case cited, the court was called upon 
to assess the amount of maintenance 
as such without allowing the. hus- 
band to set off his wife's earnings 
against that amount. Notin one case 
had the power of the court to grant 
punitive maintenance, namely, 
maintenance without any reference 
to the wife’s real needs, been consi- 
dered. He was unable, therefore, to 
accept this argument of counsel. 

The result was that the dismissal of 
the wife’s claim by the District Court 
was correct. The appeal would 
therefore be dismissed, with no 
order as to costs. 


Advocate Menasbe Bar-Shilton 
appeared for the appellant, and 
Advocate Mordecbai Patbag-Bilker 
for the respondent. 


The judgment was given on De- 
cember 12, 1984.

Unlovely duet

ONCE a favourite musical pastime 
and, for want of recordings, the only 
means of bearing bigger scores at 
home, the piano duet (one piano, 
four hands) as a chamber music 
medium imposes stiff demands on 
the performers. For one thing, it 
stipulates the utmost in togetherness 
- the slightest hitch in synch, nigh 
imperceptible with other instru- 
ments, produces a dink. Converse- 
ly, since the piano has a limited 
sound-colour range, a truly generous 
amount of imagination and interpre- 
tive freedom is required to escape 
the ever-present trap of dullness. 
And, as elsewhere in chamber 
music, consummate musicianship is 
a must. 


dull. Mozart’s warmth and elegance, 
and Schubert's lyricism and drive 
were effectively bleached out. The 
coarse accents did not fit in the 
overall context - they were there 
because indicated in the score, never 
mind expressive meaning. 


Nor was the sound-painting of the 
Petite Suite accorded anything like 
the subtle pianism it required. 
Obviously influenced by the im- 
pressionist idiom, Patrick Cardy's 
Outremer: The Land Beyond the 
Sea, given a premiere performance, 
featured mildly dissonant harmonies 
in repetitive patterns. The lack of 
inner tension may have been in- 
tended; there was, though, little else 
to hold the listener’s attention. 


Christina Petrowska and Luba 
Sluzar Pope, who appeared here as 
the Canadian Piano Duo under the 
auspices of their country’s embassy, 
did well on the first count. Their 
teamwork was solid and a few missed 
chords hardly warranted a com- 
plaint. As' for the rest, however, the 
performance left rather much to be 
desired. ’ 

The two classical offerings 
emerged stiff, charmless and - yes - 


Souvenirs by Samuel Barber pro- 
vided badly needed relief. Without a 
profound message to impress, the 
delightful, brilliantly written six 
dances radiated an irresistible dose 
of refined poetry and humour. Com- 
posed, in Barber’s words, with 
“amused tenderness," they elicited 
the finest playing of the evening. So 
did the first eneftre, Ten Canadian 
Folk Songs, splendidly arranged by 
Violet Arthur. 

These items, however, came too 
late to change the overall impression 
of the kind of playing those bemoan- 
ing today's “assembly-tine p ianis m” 
may well have in mind.

AT LEAST half of the readers who 
contact me have questions about 
training their dogs. Some want to 
know bow early they can start train- 
ing, some ask how to train and others 
have specific problems. But the 
question I -least like is “how can I 
teach my dog to guard the house." 

The answer is simple: you can’t. 

Guarding is an instinct and either 
a dog has it or not. What we can 
teach a dog is how to guard and when 
to guard but not guarding per re. The 
dog that never barks at anyone and 
welcomes strangers with glee will 
also welcome a prowler, no doubt. 
Asking someone to teach this sort of 
a dog to guard is very much like 
asking him to teach your goat to give 
milk. It's a matter of genes, and no 
amount of training can give it what it 
does not have. 

Unfortunately, there are a lot of 
trainers who will tell you that they 
can teach the dog to guard, and they 
do teach it to bark under certain 
circumstances, but most of this train- 
ing is a waste of time and money. If 
you really want a dog to guard your 
house, then the first thing you should 
do is get a puppy from a good litter of 
dogs of a good guarding breed such 
as German shepherd, Rotweiler, 
Doberman, giant schnauzer or air- 
dale terrier or others; and to make 
sure that both parents are good 
home guard dogs. In this case you 
can be reasonably sure you have a 
potential guard dog. Of course, 
many other dogs are good guards, 
but you cannot know before they 
grow up; so if you don't want to raise 
a pedigreed pup, then the best thing 
is to adopt an adult dog from the 
animal shelter. Be sure to take some- 
one with you who is capable of 
choosing a dog with good guarding 
instincts. 

In general the whole subject of 
guard dogs is an area of confusion for 
most people, and few potential own- 
ers have a dear idea of what they 
really want from a dog. The dean of 
animal behaviourists of our period. 
Germany’s Prof. Ernst Tinbergen, 
once said that if be could make an 
animal, he would make a cat. I, on 
the other hand, should I find myself 
with the powers of creation, would 
like to make a dog. Not just a dog, 
but a dog that is just what people 
want. I would certainly get rich 
quick.

Furs, fins and 
feathers

People want a guard dog. but if 
you have a serious talk with them, 
they want a dog that will guard their 
person and property with its life but 
will, at the same time, allow stran- 
gers to walk in the gate without a 
murmur, provided they aren’t burg- 
lars. It must be fierce as a tiger, but 
let the neighbourhood children do as 
they like. It must protect their child 
from evil strangers but must not take 
offence when Unde Joe, whom the 
dog has never seen, picks up the 
baby the moment he enters a door 
and makes the baby cry or tickles the 
toddler until he yells for help. It must 
also be loyal to its master and obey 
only him but must immediately 
accept orders from wife, or even 
stranger, when master goes to the 
army. It must also be able to run 
around without leash or muzzle with 
impunity. In short, it must be any- 
thing but a normal dog. 


IN GENERAL people compromise 
with what a dog is and try to make it 
fit into their totally inconsistent life 
pattern. In this, a good trainercan be 
invaluable. 


Before even considering guard 
training, there is the matter of basic 
obedience training. A dog should 
know to come on command, sit, lie 
down, stay in one place under order 
and to walk on leash without tugging 
and straining and dragging its human 
partner across the fields. This can be 
taught from an early age. and in- 
deed. the small puppy that learns to 
come and to sit and to’walk on a lead, 
all as a part of puppy play, is so easy 
to train that a trainer is not needed at 
all. 

Whether you decide to train your 
pup yourself using one of the several 
good books available both in Heb- 
rew and English or to take the dog to 
a group training class or to private 
lessons, the main tMng to remember 
is that the end result is a living 
partnership between yourself and 
your dog. You should know what 
you want of the dog, and the dog 
should understand what you want. 

If you do go to a professional 
trainer, be sure you are dealing with 
a competent person. Ask your local 
kennel club or your local Animal 
Protection Society for a list of re- 
commended trainers. Beware, at all 
times, of gimmicky trainers who rely 
on electric shock collars and the like 
to condition the dog. and avoid any 
trainer who strikes'll** dog or lacks 
patience with it. Above all, do not 
have the dog trained without your 
participation in at least a good part 
of the dog’s lessons. It will do you no 
good to own a trained animal and 
then find that it obeys only its train- 
er. You, too. have things to learn in 
the process of the training course. 

Once the dog is obedience trained 
and a mature young adult, at least a 
year old. you can consider guard 
training, although for most people 
this is totally unnecessary since they 
do not really have the proper facili- 
ties to keep a real guard dog and they 
don’t, in most cases, really want or 
need one anyway. 

A good, large breed dog with 
strong guarding instincts will afford 
all the protection that an average 
family wants and needs. It will cer- 
tainly be a deterrent to burglars and 
still will not be a loaded weapon that 
must be kept under control at all 
times. But what is more, it will be a 
solid, reliable family dog, and that is 
what most people really want, even 
when thev don’t know it.

Aussies’ rearguard action 


MANCHESTER (Reuter). - Au- 
stralia's hopes of salvaging a draw in 
the fourth cricket Test against Eng- 
land will rest heavily on the shoul- 
ders of skipper Allan Border today. 

Australia, needing 225 to avoid an 
innings defeat after England de- 
clared at 482 for 9. were 192 for four 
at the dose of play yesterday. Bor- 
der is 49 not out and Greg Ritchie is 
22 not out. 

Border, criticised for the rash shot 
which led to his dismissal in the first 
innings, batted with great restraint 
yesterday to counter the skills of 
England spinners John Emburey 
and Phil Edmonds. 

He and Ritchie breathed new life 
into the innings with an unfinished 1 
stand of 54 after the Middlesex spin- 
ners had reduced the touring team to 
138 for four. 

By the close of the fourth day 
Border had batted for a shade over 
three hours. Australia go into, the 
final day still needing another 33 to 
avoid an innings defeat. 

While Border and the England 
spinners shared centre stage during . 


the afternoon and evening sessions, 
fast bowler Craig McDermott, just 
20 and on his first overseas tour, 
stole the spotlight in the morning. < 

He took the three England wick- 
ets that fell' yesterday after they had 
resumed at 448 for six to become 
only the 10th Australian to take 
eight wickets in a test innings. 

When England resumed at 448 for 
six, McDermott bowled Paul Down- 
ton, without addition to his Over- 
night score of 23, off the second 
delivery of the day. Two runs later 
he knocked over Phil Edmonds' 
stumps after the England spinner 
had managed only a single. Later he 
bowled Paul Allott for 7. 

McDermott was the only Austra- 
lian bowler to take a wicket. The 
only other dismissal was a run out. 

Not surprisingly, Australia made a 
slow start in their second innings, 
needing to survive for nearly two 
days to force a draw.

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TEL AVIV. —The Chamber of Self- 
employed has called an emergency 
. meeting of its members' this evening 
at the Exhibition . Gasmens to discuss 
fighting the recently imposed 8.38% 
surtax (masyessef)<m the income tax 
they already pay. The chairman of 
the chamber is EldadBukspan, - 

Ya’acov Werker, one of the lead- 
ers of the chamber, told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday that “if the 
government doesn’t cancel this sur- 
tax, we will have to dedde on 
appropriate steps, including an 
actual tax revolt. In other words, we 
win instruct our members not to 
pay.” . . • 

The chamber, which has' grown 
from 18 organizations a few months 
ago to 22 today, has about 50,000 
members, ofwfaomabout 20,000 ate 
merchants and the remaining 30,000 
private teachers,' doctors, cab driv- 
ers, opticians, insurance agencies, 
lawyers, etc. Werker says there are 
another 150,000 self-employed who 
are not members of these 22 orga- 
nizations. “At any rate, our fight, if 
we succeed, will benefit a total of 

200.000 self-employed.” 

These 200,000, he said, employ 
another 300,000 persons as Clerks, 
telephonists, messengers, and the 
like. 

“Thus, we are a huge population, 
but we have consistently been de- 
nied the representation due ns. We 
believe that we constitute an econo- 
mic force - even if most of our 

300.000 employees are members of 
the Histadrut - which should take its 
rightful place alongside the govern- 
ment, the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion and the Histadrut. (He esti- 
mated that of the 200,000 self- 
employed about half are also mem- 
bers of the Histadrut.) ■ 

• Werker said that one of the main 
obstacles to being granted the recog- 
nition was the Histadrut itself. “The 
Histadrut' needs a scapegoat for all 
the failures in die Israeli economy - 
so it picks on us, charging us with 
everything from income (and other 
tax) dodging to accumulating huge 


sums of black capital.:* 

He granted that these charges 
apply to many self-employed, but 
added: “We are no more guilty than 
any other sector of the population. 
How many civil servants moonlight 
in the evening, selling, for example, 
insurance policies, fisting their wife 
as the agent to lower the income tax 
bite?' And how many plumbers, elec- 
tricians, clerks and bill-time school 
teachers, all of them with regular 
jobs, good Histadrut members, do 
private work after hours without 
paying any income tax at all?” 

• Werker also says that the “Histad- 
rut can’t blame the companies for 
not paying enough taxes, for it 
(through Hcvrat Ovdim) owns many 
of these companies. So we become 
the target.” 

According to his figures, 19% of 
the income taxes are paid by com- 
panies; 48% by wage-earners and 
“only” 33% by the self-employed. 

“This sounds as though we pay 
modi less than the wage-earners; but 
our numbers are much smaller than 
theirs. We number only 200,000, out 
of a total working population of 
1,400,000. That means we are 15% 
of the working force but pay 33% of 
the income taxes. There is do basis 
for adding a surtax to our already full 
tax load.” 

Werker admitted that most self- 
employed earn much more than the 
wage-earner. “But we have plenty of 
members who also have to struggle 
along on a few hundred dollars gross 
income a month.” 

The self-employed also .have no 
“automatic" social benefits. They 
get no paid vacations, no sick leave, 
no automatic pensions, and when 
they do army reserve duty, they are 
paid by the authorities 60 days after 
they return to their work, and “not 
immediately by the employer.” 

- Moreover, they had to pay a 7% 
“employers tax.” Of course, this was 
deducted as an expense from their 
gross income, “butit does reduce the 
gross income, leaving less net.” 
(Hotels, factories and other produc- 
tive enterprises are exempt from the 
employers tax.) 


Another complaint was high pay- 
ments to the National Insurance In- 
stitute. “Manyofuspay60% income 
tax. To this we must add this 13% of 
net income for national insurance, 
■and now the 8.36% surtax. In other 
words, we are paying a marginal tax 
of78%."

Saudia’s first Islamic bank 
will not charge interest 


JEDDA, Saudi Arabia (AP). - A 
share floatation for an Islamic bank, 
now known as Al-Raji Company for 
Currency Exchange and Commerce, 
wffl be held within one month, bank- 
ing sources here reported yesterday. 

They said it would be the first 
Islamic bank to operate in the oil- 
rich kingdom. 

The floatation, which is being 
undertaken by the Saudi-French 
Bank and the Saadi-owned Consult- 
ing Centre for Finance and Invest- 
ment, will be for 750 million Saudi 
riyals ($220m.). 

Of that total, 50% will be kept by 
the company, 45% win be offered to 
the public, 3% will be offered to 
employees of the money changer, 
and 2% will be reserved for the 
company's founders. 

This would make Al-Raji Banking 


Investment Corporation Saudi Ara- 
bia's 12th bank and the third largest 
after the National Commercial and 
Riyad banks. 

All banks in the kingdom operate 
along commercial lines, with the 
projected bank to be an interest-free 
bank governed by the Islamic code 
that rejects interest as usurious. 

Islamic banks are required to offer 
loans and accept deposits without 
interest. These often extend loans 
to investors on the basis of accept- 
able feasibility studies for projects, 
with the bank joining the loan reci- 
pient as a partner with a defined 
share in profit or loss. 

Banking sources said the new 
bank’s capital of more than S200m. 
plus AJ-Raji’s 230 branches across 
the kingdom will- make it the most 
extensive banking network here. 


Sharon promises priority 
to Beit She’an industry

Beit She’an, beset by 1 serious em- 
ployment problems, will be given 
‘preferred status” by the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade, Minister Ariel 
Sharon told civic leaders there 
yesterday during a tour of the city. 

“All units of my ministry will give 
top priority to problems connected 
with your city,” he said. For exam- 
ple, “applications submitted to the 
Investment Centre will be processed 
promptly and put into the pipeline 
for approval if they qualify. like- 
wise, any Beit She’an company en- 
gaged in research-and-development 
will be accorded VIP treatment by 
the ministry’s chief scientist.” 


In the past 18 months, Sharon 
noted, about S21 million in state 
funds have been channelled to Beit 
She’an industries for expanison pur- 
poses. These outlays will mean 
approximately 300 more jobs, he 
added. 

Beit She'an is rated as an “A” 
development area in the ministry’s 
eligibility classification, which grants 
it the highest degree of state assist- 
ance inducting subsidized loans for 
its industries in addition to tax be- 
nefits. 

Three other northern cities - Alu- 
la, Migdal Ha’emek and Nazareth - 
are rated as “B”, development 
areas.

961 business firms on distress list

TEL AVIV. - The number of busi- 
ness firms in “distress” at the end of 
July stood at 961. according to Eyal 
Yanai, head of the Business In- 
formation Division of Dun & Brad- 
street.

65% , face severe liquidity problems, 
as shown by slow payment or non- 
payments, another 15% are on the 
verge of financial collapse, while the 
rest cannot meet contractural com- 
mitments for goods, of have indi- 
cated that their affairs are grinding 
to a halt. 

Yanai notes that the number of 
requests from abroad asking credit 

checks on Israeli firms has increased 


by about 30% this year due to re- 
ports that Israel is going through a 
severe financial period. 

But the number of Israeli com- 
panies asking for credit information 
on foreign companies has also in- 
creased substantially, indicating that 
the Israeli companies are seeking 
export markets among foreign com- 
panies that can meet their financial 
obligations.

Index-linked bonds keep falling 


Tremendous selling pressure con- 
tinued yesterday on index-linked 
bonds, and some of them falling as 
much as 9%. Although such falls are 
common - sometimes all too com- 
mon - in the free shares, drastic falls 
of this size are a rarity in index- 
linked bonds. 

Financial circles point out that the 
government has stood aside for the 
post year and a half, and has not 
supported its own index-linked 
bonds, “But if the present rate of 
falling prices continues, it will soon 
have to move in and begin to support 
them.” 

The reasoning is simple: If the 
government wants to "roll them 
over”, i.e. to sell sufficient new 
issues to redeem the old ones, i! must 
support the prices of the old ones. 
Otherwise buyers, i.e. those institu- 
tions which are required to maintain 
a certain percentage of their port- 
folios in index-linked bonds (such as 
provident funds, advanced training 
funds) will buy them (as they are 
now) on the stock exchange, ignor- 
ing the government’s new issues. 

Private investment companies are 
staying quite dear of the index late- 
ly, since their yields are only half of 
those of the foreign currency linked

bonds, or of the “arrangement” 
shares. 

In the “free shares", the (what is 
now being called) “AJbin atmos- 
phere” still played a dominant role, 
with prices falling. Although yester- 
day's falls were more moderate than 
Sunday's they were still consider- 
able. All shares connected with 
Albin. such as Piryon and Nehush- 
tan. fell heavily, but so did many 
"heavy shares" without any connec- 
tion, such as Dead Sea and Discount 
Investment. 

Among industrials, Teva jumped 
by 10% . This jump was more or less 
expected, since the company (as 
announced) is moving rapidly ahead 
to establish a solid marketing base in 
the U.S. And, of course, as soon as a 
bandwagon effect starts on the stock 
market, everybody tries to jump on, 
turning the bandwagon into a snow- 
ball.

IN WORKING OUT a proper and effective response to 
terrorism, the government must consider whether it may, or 
should, even descend to the level of the terrorists. 

On one view - which, happily, is still only a minority view - 
Arab terror must be fougbt with Israeli terror. Tehiya leader 
Rafael Eitan, the former chief of general staff, has even 
suggested that the Arab nationalist movement which generates 
the anti-Israeli terror should be terrorized in return by Jewish 
nationalist expansion; and that collective punishment by way of 
the expropriation of properties belonging to the families of 
Arab terrorists would perfectly fit the terrorist crime. 

This is a view to which not one of the parties currently 
represented in the national unity government has offered its 
support, at least not in public. There is, however, a discernible 
tendency within the government to adopt a tougher stance than 
before against terrorism. ' 

On Sunday the government majority, refusing to yield to the 
pressure of public opinion - or as some would call it, public 
hysteria - declined to change the law on the death penalty for 
terrorist murderers. * It did, however, ask the ministerial 
committee on legislation to examine the possibility of changing 
the procedure of asking for the imposition of the penalty in 
military courts. But the government did agree to revive, under 
the Mandatory emergency regulations, the practice of adminis- 
trative detentions and deportations without trial - on “security 
grounds/’ 

It remains to be seen whether such exceptions to the rule of 
law will really bring relief from terrorism. 

The government has, however, also agreed that the inner 
cabinet consider proposals by Ariel Sharon that terrorists 
released under the prisoner swap with Ahmed JibrO. and now 
resident in areas under Israeli control, should promptly be 
deported, and that Israeli Arabs convicted of terror or incite- 
ment to terror should be stripped of their citizenship. Adoption 
of the first proposal would violate a solemn undertaking given 
by the government through the International Red Cross; the 
adoption of the second would amount to a racist revolution in 
the country’s legal system. 

It is inconceivable that Mr. Sharon’s ideas would be accept- 
able to the inner cabinet any more than Mr. Eitan’s. But even 
the readiness to grant them a respectable hearing is offensive. 


A sorry show 


THEY LACK a culture of governance, Aharon Uzan, Tami's 
one-time representative in the last Likud administration, 
observed about the then ruling party. 

If fresh evidence of the correctness of Mr. Uzan's diagnosis 
were needed at this time, Herat provided it with masochistic 
relish and abundance at the meeting of its central committee 
Sunday night, where a merger with the Likud's smallish La’am 
faction was, so to speak, voted upon. 

An orderly democratic party - one that does not confine 
democracy to the choice of its cabinet ministers - would have 
seen to it that the procedure for reaching the decision on La'am 
was first agreed upon, rather than imposed from above; and 
that bjJporirig views on the matter would be allowed freely to be 
aired. In this case, there was no party consensus even on 
whether the decision should be taken by the central committee 
or by the convention, set for later this year. 

Herat’s nominal leader. Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir, had 
determined in advance, with the concurrence of Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, that La’am would be taken in and 
guaranteed a 9 per cent share in the united party’s policy- 
making bodies. The purpose of Sunday's meeting was only to 
have the arrangement rubber-stamped by the central commit- 
tee. 

This was somewhat easier planned than carried out. The 
forces loyal to Deputy Premier David Levy raged against the 
arbitrariness of the party manipulators, and the meeting turned 
into a riotous assembly before Mr. Shamir brought the 
pandemonium to an end by ramming through approval for the 
merger with a show of hands. 

La’am, made up as it is largely of veterans of the Revisionist 
Party and of the IZL's “fighting family," was required to help 
the present alliance of the anti-Arab militants, Mr. S hamir and 
Mr. Sharon, shut out Mr. Levy, whose strength rests mainly on 
his populist appeal in economic matters. Thus if the national 
unity government broke up before the time for rotation, 
Herat's candidate for the premiership would be someone who 
could presumably be counted upon to stanch the hemorrhage of 
Herat votes to the extreme right-wing parties. And that would 
dearly not be Mr. Levy. 

Mr. Levy emerged from the meeting in a fighting mood. 
While predicting that the controversial decision would uot 
trigger a split in Herat ranks, he vowed not to recognize it. But 
he is not likely to have any choice . The rivals who ganged up on 
him in so irregular and undemocratic a fashion now have the 
upper hand. All he can do now is to try to compete with them in 
issuing militant statements of his own - for example, on 
southern Lebanon, where two Israeli soldiers were killed 
yesterday. He has, in fact, already started doing just that. 

In short, Herat’s performance did nothing to enhance the 
public's confidence in our party system.

EVEN AFTER the recent Liberal 
Party convention, all options are still 
open. Whatever turn events will ulti- 
mately take, from an ideological and 
electoral point of view, the Liberal 
Party has been dead for a long time. 
In fact, it has not contested an elec- 
tion for over 20 years; all - that re- 
mains is the formality of issuing the 
. death certificate. 

However, the political map of 
Israel is undergoing a fundamental 
change. More important in the long 
run than the Liberal spasms was last 
year's defection of Mapam and of 
MK Yossi Sand (as well as of some 
other Labour leftists) from the 
Alignment. The creation of the 
Alignment had been hailed at the 
time as an almost historic event in 
Israeli politics, provoking a deep 
chasm in the Labour movement. The 
disintegration of the Alignment has 
come to pass almost without a ripple, 
because those defections made offi- 
cial a gradual process that had 
already started much earlier. 

In order to understand this and 
probable developments in the 
Labour camp, one must turn to the 
Likud. When it was established 13 
years ago, some of its founders had 
hoped for a broad, pluralistic 
assemblage poised at the “centre" of 
the political spectrum, or maybe 
slightly to the right of it, facing the 
Labour Alignment. At that time the 
Alignment was not only in the pro- 
cess of steadily moving towards the 
left, but was also in the throes of a 
severe leadership and ethical crisis. 

The Likud's first election platform 
reflected an attitude of liberalism 
and responsibility in internal affairs, 
while in foreign and security mat- 
ters, the new group represented a 
wide range of opinions: from moder- 
ate and pragmatic “hawkiness" to an 
undiluted “Land of Israel" formula. 
Menachem Begin did, of course, put 
his own stamp on decisions and pro- 
nouncements in this field, but be was 
tolerant of other views, which also 
found their way into the Likud's 
official declarations. 

Disillusionment with the vision of 
a pluralistic Likud set in fairly soon 
after its creation. Things got worse 
after the Likud gained power in 
1977, when it became clear that the 
stand taken by some Liberal minis- 
ters and MKs on political and even 
economic questions was often shal- 
low and opportunistic, while the 
Weltanschauung of the majority of the 
Herat movement on economic and 
social questions was as far removed 
from liberalism or fiscal responsibil- 


ity as could be imagined. 

In the realm tif foreign policy the 
Likud government started out well, 
bringing about the Camp David 
agreements, the autonomy scheme 
and the Israel-Egvpt Peace Treaty- 
all very distant from Herat's tradi- 
tional positions. But it soon became 
clear, once the “diplomatic spring" 
of 1977-1980 was over, and the late 
Moshe Dayan had resigned from the 
cabinet, that the Likud was once 
more entrapped in a conceptual and 
rhetorical world cofnpletely di- 
vorced not only from international 
political reality, but also from any 
concrete path which could have 
brought about at least a partial 
attainment of its own declared 
objectives with regard to Judea and 
Samaria. 

One can't even classify the Likud 
as a typically “Conservative" move- 
ment, and certainly not in the Euro- 
pean or American sense of the word. 
“Conservatives" in the West do not, 
for instance, usually tend towards 
clericalism, as part of Herat does, 
nor would they espouse this party's 
economic-social populism. 

THE ABSENCE of a major political 
body of the “centre" on Israel’s 
party map is an anomaly that is 
bound to lead either to the establish- 
ment of a new political party, or. 
more likely, to a process of regroup- 
ing inside the existing political 
forces. The Economist once wrote 
that the worst possible thing that 
could happen to a centre party is that 
the large parties stationed on either 
side of it begin moving themselves 
towards the centre. This is not going 
to happen with regard to the Likud. 

On- the contrary, in order to stave 
off electoral erosion in the direction 
of Tehiya and Meir Kahane, it will 
probably continue to move to the 
right. The Labour Party, on the 
otber hand, is in an altogether diffe- 
rent situation; its leftist fringe has 
already split off, which from 
Labour's point of view may be a net 
gain; the electoral drawing power of 
these elements of the left are far 
outweighed by the deterrent effect 
they have on large sectors of the 
population. 

Thus, it is only logical to conclude 
that Labour's chance to gain political 
ascendancy over the Likud and hold 
onto it in coming years will depend on 
Us knowing how to regain the support 
of the centre, or at least a major part 
of it. 

In the time of Ben-Gurion, Mapai 
succeeded in attracting the support 
of major parts of the centre, includ- 


ing most of the middle class, without 
losing the adherence of the working 
class. The former's alienation from 
the Labour Party began with the 
party’s “De-Bengurionization" at 
the beginning of the '60s. which 
accelerated .noth the creation of the 
Alignment (first with Ahdut- 
Ha’avoda and then with Mapam). 
At first, the extent of the rift and its 
repercussions were not Vet fully 
appreciated, but by the 1973 elec- 
tions. after the formation of the new 
Likud . (Unity) from the different 
factions of Gahal and parts of Rafi 
(the State List), the ground started 
to tremble beneath the feet of the 
Alignment. The process reached its 
peak in the 1977 elections in which 
more than 200.000 additional voters 
turned their backs on the Alignment 
and voted for Likud and foe now- 
defunct Democratic Movement for 
Change. 

Unexpectedly, many of these vo- 
ters continued voting for Likud not 
only in 1981. but also in 1984. though 
in view of the economic debacle. 
Lebanon, and last but not least Be- 
gin's retirement. Labour could have 
been expected to win. That this did 
not happen was mainly due to the 
fact that parts- of the centre and of 
the middle class, though bitterly.dis- 
appointed by the Likud's perform- 
ance (and here we are not talking of 
the hard-core Herat supporters, 
whose faithfulness to the cause is 
assured under almost any circumst- 
ances). didn't have Enough confi- 
dence in the Labour Party (still 
chained to Mapam) to switch their 
vote. Ironically, ft is quite possible, 
then, that the main benefit Labour 
will derive from the setting up of the 
national unity government is in get- 
ting rid of its left wing: 

From time to time one can still 
hear voices in the Labour party, 
speaking nostalgically about the for- 
mer partnership with Mapam, but 
more sober assessments believe the 
change was timely and inevitable. 
(Labour politicians also realize that 
Mapam got at least 4-5 Knesset seats 
at their expense). 

Consequently, in the recent His- 
tadrut elections, while still retaining 
its Mapam connection to the left, the 
Labour leadership made a point of 
forging alliances also with Ometz- 
Rafi (and Yafaad) to the right of it. 
Indeed, without this step, it is doubt- 
ful whether the Alignment would 
have obtained the percentage of 
votes it did, especially as many 
Mapam members voted further to 
the left. 


Dry Bones 
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TO RETURN to the national scene, 
recent public opinion polls indicate 
that the Labour Party still does not 
profit from the slackening support 
for Likud, the beneficiaries of this 
being the Tehiya and Meir Kahane's 
Kacb. The benefit of this slackening 
for Labour is. of course, marginal at 
test, as a firmer grip on power can 
only be assured if Labour itself can 
gain a sizable slice of those votes that 
went to the Likud in the last four 
elections. 

The most important reservoir of 
such votes in in the centre of the 
political map. Other potential 
Labour voters are businessmen or 
white-collar workers who have sup- 
ported the Likud until now but who 
have come to understand that the 
latter and its policies are responsible 
for Israel's present economic disas- 
ter. 

Labour will still have to prove, 
however, that it is capable of correct- 
ing the economic situation, and - no 
less important - it should not need- 
lessly don the mantle of the enemy 
of the middle class or of the self- 
employed. Another dose of social- 
ism is just about the last thing Israelis 
want right now, and few Labour 
leaders, if any. think otherwise. 

More important even than 
Labour’s unclear economic image, 
however, is the negative fallout on 
potential voters from its sometimes 
super-dovish political image (often 
deliberately distorted by its adver- 


saries, but not without the “help" of * 
some of Labour's own spokesmen). 
Israel’s public is, and has always 
been, more hawkish than dovish. In 
recently published polls, for inst- 
ance, only 15 per cent of the popula- 
tion are ready to give up all of Judea L ' 
and Samaria, even in return for a- • 
peace treaty with Jordan (although 
34 percent are willing to compromise 
to a certain extent). "Hawkishness" 
need not be identical with “not one 
inch." and certainly not with the 
rejection of peace, but. on the other 
hand, a responsible middle-of-the ^ 

road policy towards the territories, t 

borders, etc. should not be confused - < 
with “every inch" or “peace at any 
price." 

Several Labour leaders, including 
the prime minister and the defence 
minister, seem to be cognizant of the . 

' importance of changing the party's P 
image in this respect; it certainly was 
not by chance that during the last 
foreign policy debate in the Knesset. 

Mr. Peres attacked m particularly 
sharp terms Knesset members Vic- 
tor Shem-Tov and Yossi Sand; it 
almost seemed as if he wished to 
signal by this that he was well aware 
of the public's views and attitudes in 
the political field. 

Be this as it may - for Labour too- 
the road to power leads through the 
centre. It still has several hurdles to 
overcome in order to get there.

Canada’s participation has always 
been contingent on financing by all 
three being firmly in place. The 
financial contribution of one of the 
other donors, Saudi Arabia, now 
appears, for its own reasons, to be in 
question. Until full funding is again 
assured on the original basis or until 
alternative arrangements have been 
made to fill the financing gap, it is 
obvious that the Mahaweii IV pro- 
ject cannot go forward as originally 
planned. Indeed, it would be irres- 
ponsible, and contrary to established 
Canadian practice, to dispense sub- 
stantial fimds on a project which 
does not have full financing in place.

Within 
the confines of oppressive apartheid 
laws promulgated by the govern- 
ment and assiduously enforced by 
the police and an army of officials, 
and within the framework of normal 
employer-servant relationships pre- 
valent in all countries, the vast 
majority of us treated our domestics 
with fairness and consideration and 
a great deal of goodwill and under- 
standing of their personal problems. 
Numerous old African retainers who 
worked for many years for the same 
family will testify to the fact that they 
were also treated with generosity 
and affection 

If Ms. Mobiletsa is inferring that 
Jewish housewives treated their 
domestic help worse than other ele- 
ments of the white population, then 
all I can say is that this is not only an 
unwarranted calumny, but a blatant 
manifestation of anti-Semitism, that 
ubiquitous malady of which even 
African leaders are apparently not 
free.

THE PLIGHT OF SYRIAN JEWRY

Sir, - According to your reports 
oh the Nairobi Women’s Confer- 
ence, Israel has once again - as it 
always does - missed the opportun- 
ity of bringing to the world's atten- 
tion foe oppression of Syrian Jews by 
their barbaric government. 

Sara Doron was reported as vigor- 
ously attacking the ruthless Syrian 
regime, referring to general depriva- 
tion of civil rights and slaughters of 
Syrian Moslems in Hama. But why, 
oh why, was there not a word about 
foe horrendous situation of Jews in 
that country? 

, Over 4, 000 'of them in foe ghettos 
of Damascus, Aleppo and Kamishli 
languish in virtual captivity. They - 
are forbidden to leave, as other 
citizens may, despite Syria's being a 
signatory to the UN Declaration of 
Human Rights, which guarantees 
freedom of movement to its citizens. 

Syrian Jews five in constant fear of 
their physical well-being. Murder, 
such as foe grisly hacking to pieces of 
26-year-old pregnant Lilli an Abadi 
and her two little children in. late 
1983, are not uncommon; They are 
accompanied by threats to others in 
the Jewish community that they will 
be next. 

Syrian Jews cannot vote ; they can- 
not hold a government job; their 
identity cards bear foe word Musa- 
wi, when others’ religion is not 
shown; they cannot sell property, 
unless foe proceeds are used to re- 
place it; they are under constant 
secret police surveillance; their Jew- 
ish schools are administered by Mos- 
lem officials. 

When such a large proportion of 


this silenced, beleaguered commun- 
ity comprises single young women 
whose chances of ever marrying are 
remote, what a perfect issue for a 
conference on women’s rights! 

At every opportunity, Israel's 
enemies declaim about mistreat- 
ment of Arabs - especially women 
and children - in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza. They regale a gullible world 
with trumped-up charges. Under 
such attack, official and semi-official 
Israeli representatives fail to go on 
foe offensive with readily available, 
documented, uncontrovertible facts 
relating to -Syrian Jewry. And, as a 
footnote, they can always point out 
that, if but one iota of foe allegations 
against foe Israelis had an ounce of 
truth in them, the Arabs in the 
Administered Areas are free to £ 
leave. The Jews of Syrian are not.
